TBAHWAT ACCIDENT. 

Two Cars on tlie Vaucouvci'-'\VcBt«iinstsr line 
ituu Into KaeU Other, 

VAKCOlTVKit, Sept. 1!+.— (.Special.)— Tlie 
first collision which has taken place on tho 
Westminster and Vancouver Tramway line 
occurred to-day at 10:.tO, hctweeu the firat 
and second awitohes outside Vancouver. 
Several passengers narrowly escaped sori- 
ons injury. Your corioBpondeat was on 
No. 10 leaving the (^Westminster Fair 
grounds about 0:45. The car bad one of 
tho moat careful lootormen on tho 
road. Tho trams were running every 
half hour for the accommodation of thosi* 
desiring to see the races. The double ser- 
vice is rather heavy work, hut tho company 
took the precaution of having a telephone 
and switchman at each switch. Two of the 
brushes in Ko. 10 were found to bo broken, 
beforo leaving Wcstniiustcr, but the car ran 
on time to the power house, and lixed up 
there, telephoning tho cur leaving Vancou- 
ver ut lU to meet her at the switch nearest 
the power house. On arriving at tlie switch 
the car was not there. Tho car waited fjvo 
minutes, and thinking tlta message was mis- 
understood, pushed on towards Vancouver. 
A mile from tho switch tho tardy car 
was mat disabled and was towed back to 
tho next switch. Vour correspondent sur- 
mised, (the officials would not talk, and it ie 
purely circumstantial evidence), that the 
switchman, as soon as tho disabled car had 
been landed at the switoljt'!' telephoned to 
Xo. 1.3, at the next switch towards" Van- 
couver, that all was clear to come on. 
When obout half way between the two 
switches, and going down grade, No. 13 
was sighted coming dow^.'grf(?9 ■;. from . the 
opposite directionV; totlHoirsjgpIn^ 
to make up lost time.' ■'•■f*' ' 

A collision- WAS inevitable; the impetus 
the cars had gained was too much for the 
brakes. Mayor Cope, Mrs. Cope, Mr. Car- 
gill, U. S. S. Co. , Mrs. Cargill and Mr. Cal- 
huid wero returning from the Westminster 
hall. Mayor Cope uud Mr. Callaud were in 
front smoking. Both jumpod a moment be- 
foro the collision, lauding in a dilcli Bi.v 
feet deep. Tlie motor nuui worked 
his brakes until he was thrown from 
hia post down tho cmb.uikment. The 
other nccupanta of tlie car, iiicUuiing A. . 
Watson, KanaiiiiD, and ('. J. Savage, Vic- 
toria, were severely sliukon up, but not in- 
jured. The two ladies were thrown vio- 
lently to the bottom of the car. Mrs. Cope 
was so anxious for the safety of the chief 
magistrate of Vancouver that she did not 
wait to see if she w.ia injured, but rushed 
out to liiid her liushand. In 
the other car the passengers did not 
fare so well. The iiiotorman was covered 
with real estate ; he had also lici^n 
thrown into tho ditch. F. R. Russell, 
Vancouver, jumped through tho rear win- 
dow, alighting on his head and wrenching 
hia leg, J. BowoU, Collector of Customs, 
was thrown to the bottom of the car, and 
Boverely sprained hia knee cap. Ho suffered 
excruciating paiu, and medical aid waa 
summoned promptly. Messrs, John Ranis- 
dalo, manager of the Westminster mill, and 
Mr. Srant, 'Victoria, jumped, and escaped 
uninjured. A lady had her arm hurt, and 
was taken with hysterics. The passengera 
were transferred, the damaged cara 
patched up, and the nervous occupants taken 
to their destination, Mr. Bowell being sent 
I o Dr. Lefaivre's office. The doctor says 
his leg came within a hair's breadth of being 
broken.

Apacbo Oulbrcnic in Mexico, 

DEMlNd, N. M., Sept. 24.— A apecial 
courier from Coloniu Diaz, Mcrico, about 
one hundred miles south of this point, 
reached hero yesterday afternoon, bringing 
news of on outbreak of the Apacho Indians 
in tho Sierra Madre und of the murder of n 
family of settlers near Colouia Puchoco. 
Mr. Adolph Thompson hud gone down to 
Coloaia, soiiio five miles away, before 
braakfiiot to attend to soma business. 
■Shortly after breakfast his two sons started 
for the field, and -when in tho corral they 
were fired upon from behind the stables. 
The elder brother, Hiram, was instantly 
killed. Tho younger boy and his little 
sister, who had accompanied him, ran to- 
words the houao. The boy was ahoC, while 
the girl, aged 10, was unmolested. The 
mother was killad in the doorway. The 
Indians then entered the house. Mean- 
while the younger hoy, altlioui;li screrely 
woundeJ, had crawled away and hidden 
hiinsell where he could eeo the cntiro pro- 
ceedings. The little girl was pushed away 
when sho interfered with them, but wua not 
harmed. While the Indians ransacked the 
house aha ran to her brother and thus 
eseapi^d beiDG; made a prisoner. The In- 
dians dcstro^ped all the bedding and took 
everything of vulue' la the house. The 
guua, ammunition and about 15 head of 
horses were taken with them. They then 
set out north towards the United^ States. 
Couriers have been sent to San Pedro and 
Carrelas in tho hope that parties from there 
can intercept thorn, A potse has been 
started on their track under tho iRuderahip 
ofdcorgo C. WilliiiUiS. The Indian out- 
brc-;k has created tlio utmost excitement. 
The band is said to numher many braves 
and several s<niuw?. They are well 
mounted and nriiicd. The whole border ia 
alluiic with excitement and a bloody re- 
venge will be executed. 

t'orlictl's Wife Snod. 
New York, Sept. 24. — Mrs. James J. 
Corhett, wife of the champion pugilist, hua 
been sued. She decided on Monday to have 
a big acrap book containing all fivorablo 
newipuper articles about her husband that 
had a])peared in the leading journals.

])a]icr clippings, and he said the work would 
coit Shjd, unci got her to sign it contract 
agreeing to j)ay that amouiit. When the 
champion arrived at bhe Coleman houae 
she told him what she hud done. Ho re- 
marked that the work would bo dear atS.'iO. 
Mrs. Corbett thereupon wrote to Romcike, 
canceling the contract on the ground that 
tho price was excessive. Tho clip- 
ping dealer sent hia lawyer, James 
Henderson, to see Mrs, Corbett, and 
to tell her that she must carry 
out her part of tho contract. Hondorson 
doelarea Mrs. Corbett said Koniciko's agent 
had deceived her, and that the efforts to 
mako her pay thu money amounted to 
swindling, and perhaps to blackmail.

Scburz, Col. Mooro saya : "About the 
timo of the grout financial cruali of 
1873 the Northern Pacilic Railway had 
been granted some 1(),()00,000 acres of 
public lauds, on certain conditions, when 
Carl Scliurz became Secretary of the In- 
terior.

Schurz' term of 
ollice eipired aa .Secretary of tho Interior, 
tho Now York Evening Post became the 
property of Mr. Villurd, and Carl Schurz 
took charge of th^t journal as managing 
editor, and continued in charge of it until 
Mr. Yillard reached financial bankruptcy." 
Col. Moore was supervisor or special agent 
of the Treasury, practically the head of the 
CuBtoma serrioe, in the aaoiiniatcation of 
President Grant. \

Penn Nixon, of tin 
Inter Ocean ; Fred. Driscoll, of tho St. Paul 
Pioneer Press, and Chaa. W. Knapp, of the 
St. Louis Republican. The New York con- 
cern is run now by S. S. Carvalo, of tho 
World, aided by Gardner Howknd, of tho 
Herald. They are talking of bringing a 
suit against the Western Associated Press 
foa ?2(i OOO to satisfy an imaginary claim 
for servicea on the Paoifio Coast during the 
past tea years, and they are in arrears 
in their payments to the Western 
Union Telegraph Company over $100,000, 
'The Western Union people are pressing for 
settlement, but the Associated Press 
has an empty treasury and only six 
members to assess, or rather five, 
for the Tribune will withdraw from the 
As- . jiatior. after the election in Noveniher. 
They will certainly refuse to pay any part 
of a debt incurred against its protest and in 
defiance of its methods. The Western As- 
sociated Press haa given notice that it will 
renew ita contract, which expires the same 
day the Associated Press contract expires 
with the Wtatern Union,

OVER A VOLCANO. 



Uuptain Sieward Describas the Sub- 
aifacons Eruption off Atklia 
Island. 



The ycliooiicr liunipeil Like a Bicycle 
Hidden Orer a Cobble 
Road.' 



Captain H. S. Sicward, of tho schooner 
Dora Sieward, gives- the' following ol^ear 
account of the sub-aqueous eruption which 
occurred on his voyage from Copper Island. 
Saya he : — 

" Tho schooner was ripping along under 
full sail, except the main topsail and main 
staysail, which were furled. Tho wind 
was from tho north and abeam, and we 
were making about 11 knots. The mate 
was nt tho wheel, and I was below, making 
a copy of the chart for some of tho boys to 
send homo. 

"About 10 a.m. I felt a peculiar motion, 
the vessel bumping aa she went along, juat 
as if she had been struck beneath her keel 
by a whale. 

" I turned to one nf the boys und re- 
marked that they must be taking in the 
balloon sail, aa the flapping of tho canvas 
would nuiko the ship jump a little, goin^ 
as she was at such a rale. Aa the humping 
increased, and everything loose aboard was 
thrown about, I went on deck, and 
found tho schooner rushing through 
the water, tho speed at which she was go- 
ing and her spread of cunvaa keeping her on 
her course, but she still experienced the 
same extraordinary sensation, as if some 
unseen force from below waa lifting her up 
from the water by jerks and bounds, 

" I could hardly keep my feet on deck, 
and tho eruption lasted ahout a minute, 
during which the schooner must li.ive t;uuc 
over 500 yards, 

"Tho inato at the wheel could hardly 
hold it steady, and he said that the spokes 
seemed like the handles of an eleotrio bat- 
tery, from which a succession of shocks was 
produced. 

"At the time of the eruption the' weather 
was perfectly clear. There was nob more 
sea than one would expect from tho wind, 
and thero was no land in sight. We were 
about 50.48 north, in tho yueridian of Atkha 
island, and I niiirkcd the spot upon the 
chart. No sign of tho eruption appeared 
upon tho surface of the sea, and. I congratu- 
lated inyj-elf that I escaped'a'more severe 
experience of it. 

"Pumice atone and other evidences of 
volcanic and subaiiueoua eruptions have 
often been found around Atkha island und 
in the neighboring latitudes, hut thin ia the 
firat time i havo heard of a ship experienc- 
ing the actual presence of aui:h eruptions.

The coininiasioii reports 15 male persona 
who are believed to havo entered into poly- 
gamous marriages during the lust year, and 
of more than 800 persons who are known 
or believed to bo now living in polygan;ou8 
relations. 

1 1 is not true, the report says, that tho 
commission has ever eeleoted, knowingly, u 
" corrupt man," a "known gambler," jV a 
"disreputable character" for a registra- 
tion or election otllcer, and if by chance 
such persona huvo been appointed, it has 
not yet; been brought to the attention of the 
cointnission. In December losb tho chorob 
authorities potibioned tha President for a' 
geiicrul amnesty foi the Mormon people. 
In the opinioa of the commission it is the 
moat important dooumenb issued, and con- 
tains the niosb direct and positive state- 
mnnts of tti desires and promises foe the 
future which has yot come from that 
source. Without assenting to all the nsser- 
tiona of the appeal, tho comniiasiou would 
bo glad if the relief prayed for coulil be 
granted. That Utah is advancing in pro- 
gress the comniission freely admils. 

Salt Laki;, Sept. 'Z'.i. — President Wood- 
ruff, of the Mormon Church, referring to 
the Utah Coniinission report, emphatically 
denies thiit any polygamous marriages have 
been contracted sinci hia manifesto two 
years ago, and conibaU the truth of the 
assertion about tho people now known to be 
living in polygannoua relations.

PANIC IN A SYNAGOUUB. 

A False Alarm of Fire Causes a Very Serious 
Accident. 

New York> Sept 24.— A false alarm of 
lire caused a panic in a Jewish synagogue 
crowded with worshippers ytsterdiiy niorn- 
ing. In tho rush fur thu stairway four 
people were crushed and tranipled to deatli 
and a dozen seriously injured. The firemen 
succccdod in extricating the people from 
tho blocked stairway. The panic occurred 
iu a tenement bjtlding occupied by three 
synagogues, one on each floor. In the syn- 
iiL;ognf; on the to]) iloor a candle accidentally 
'Vuilcil a bit of drapery. Immediately an 
excited individual yelled fire, and then the 
rush for the exit caine. At the front door 
there was a jam, then a crash, and part of 
the board wall gave way. The mass poured 
out, fell and rolled down the deep stairway. 
Three times as uuiny persons wcru attend- 
ing tho synagogues oa the lower lloors, more 
than l.Oljo in all. 

They heard ihe rush uiul crash alnve and 
cries of lire, uuii inuiieiliately likewise made 
a rush for the street At tin; Bcenml door 
the two blind und uuuldened avalauche.'i 
met. A furious struggle ensued ; men and 
women fought, dumb, but with tho mad- 
ness of despair, and the \vca];est went down. 
Tho deadlock was broken again itijd again, 
only to be renewed with the same scenes of 
terror. .Slowly the s.did mass, filling the 
stairway from wall to ceiling, slid down to 
the ground (loor. There it brought up 
agaiuata rush from the rear room synagogue 
and nil came to a dead stop. The (lolice 
jiatrol arrived at this moment, and tho of- 
ficers, lighting their way through the 
crowd, linally broke tho jam. Four women 
lay de.id and nine were seriously injured. 
The injured were promptly sent to the hos- 
pital. Of tho fmir dead taken to the sta- 
tion house three wore identified. They are : 
FVedtt Becker, 44 years, Uussian ; Naomi 
Kosenthal, 30 years, married ; Tuebe Boy-

BARKING UP THE WRONG TREE. 

If the Times wants to advooato tho form 
of communism taught by Henry George why 
doea it not do so openly and rationally 'i Its 
snap shots at tho Colonist show that it is 
" willing to wound and yet afraid toatriko." 
Whnt ia it ashamed of,' or what does it 
fear 'i If it had any power of discernment 
it would see that its complaint of the alleged 
abuse of power on the part of the Govern- 
ments of the province with respect to the 
disposal of public lands tells against Gcorfie'a 
syatom. Under that system tho Govern- 
ment would have the disposal, not Only of the 
'.wilderness and unoccupied lands of the pro- 
Vinoe, but of every square foot of its whole 
area. The Government would bo the only 
land proprietor and tho only landlord. It 
could give tho uao and occupation of land 
to whom it pleased and ou any terms that 
suited tho men who for the time being com- 
posed it, and their favorites. As for a 
Government's opponents, they might 
' whistle for advantageous building lots and 
fertile farms. The best of everything would 
naturally he reaorvod for thoae who sup- 
ported the supporters of the Government, 
and in other ways did it service. Henry 
George, although ho promises, if his scheme 
is adopted, to make the earth a paradise, 
or next thing to it, does not arrogate to 
himself the power to change human nature. 
Ho would put tho soil of the country— every 
inch of it— in the hands of tho politicians. 
But the politicians, the Times holds, 
should not be trusted with the 
disposal of the land. Here wa 
have the leading feature of George's 
system condemned by its zealous 
advocate. It would be sheer uon- 
sanso for ' the Times to say 
that Liberal politiciana would adminiatcr 
the land of the country hotter than Conaer- 
vative politicians. They have not done so 
hitherto in this or any other country, and 
as long as himian nature is what it is, they 
never will. Our contemporary will sec, by 
and by, that to condemn land administra- 
tion by Government ia to paas sentence on 
George's whole system of what he calls land 
reform. And it should also remember that 
when the Government makes the user of 
tho land also tho owner of the land, it acta 
in direct 'Opposition to tho Gcorcian ayatem. 
Yet this ia what the Times has been con- 
tending for. 



INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 

Tho British L.iboi Commission ia ncaring 
the end of its labors. It has enrjuired into 
every branch of industry excepting agri- 
culture. Mora than 430 witnesses have 
been examined and the mass of evidence 
which it has acoumulated must be of tho 
greatest use to those who take an interest 
in the welfare ot the working classes and 
are in search of means to elevate them and 
in other respects to Dmeliorato their con- 
dition. 

Tho Commiasion, among other things, has 
enquired into the working of the tribunals 
that have been devised for the settlement of 
labor disputes and for enabling workingmen 
and their employers to live together in 
peace and harmony. It haa found that 
considerable progress haa been mode 
in England and Scotland towards 



the promotion of industrial peace ; and 
that the efTorts of tho men, both employers 
and working mou, who liave tried to find 
some way to make ,the relations .between 
capital and labor friendly' and mutually pro- 
tituble, have boon attended by a greater de- 
gree oi auoooas than ia generally supposcii. 

An article on the " Growth of Industrial 
Peace," by Mr. John Rao, in tho September 
Contemporary, gives a very interesting ac- 
count of what has boon done, chiefly in 
England, in this direction. What tho 
writer calls tho organizitions of peace aro 
not very old. The first Board of Concilia- 
tion was started by Mr. Mundella twenty- 
six years ago, an d Sir ]^upert Kettle 
twouty-threc yeara ago established the first 
Board of Arbitration. Tho age of the sliding 
scale, the other means of keeping tho peace 
between employers and employed, ia not 
given. 

None of these institutions has been gen- 
erally establishedi bat they have all been 
at work in different parts of the Kingdom, 
with rcsulta that lead ono to hope that it ia 
possible to find a mndus i-ireiidi for em- 
ployers and employed, under which they 
can both live peaceably and happily. 

Mr. Rao givea an account of the fate of 
Mr. Mundella's Board of Conciliation, 
which moat people will look upon as in- 
credible. That Board, after having VneA 
eighteen years, diod because the employers 
on tho Hoaiery Board of Conciliation would 
not agree to a strike when llio operatives 
demanded, not a riao of wagca, but u de- 
crease. Circumstances were Buch that tho 
men emt>loyed in the hosiery factories be- 
lieved that it would be to their interest to 
work for lower wages. Their employera 
could not Bgroo with them. They said that 
they could afford tho high rate which they 
had been paying, aui they wero not dis- 
posed to lower it to please anyone. Tlie 
upshot of tho dispute, as we have already 
indicated, was the disaolution of tho 
Board. 

With regard to other Boards the strong- 
est teatimony to their eiiicicncy and useful- 
neaa was given before the Couiniission. Re- 
specting the working of Boards of Arbitra- 
tion in the manufactured iron trade in the 
North of England and the Midland Coun- 
ties, one of tho witnesses said : 

This is a trado in which violent disputes 
and strikes used formerly to bo very preva- 
lent, because it is peculiarly subject to great 
lluctualiona, in consequence of irregularities 
of demand and frequent technical changes; 
and, indeed, during tho very period of this 
experiment of conciliation, it was undergo- 
ing one of the most trying changes— the 
change from iron to steel, in consequence of 
the Bessemer process, which has reduced 
the number of puddlers by two-thirds in tho 
last sixteen yeara. But ainco tho eatabliah- 
nient of these Hoards, iu tho North of England 
in 1861), and iu the Midlands in 1S7-, 
Ihire. !ia-i hrcn iiol/tiu;/ wlidlevcy in tJie -sliapr. 
of a strike in llu'/onacr distrirl anil only one 
in tfic latlcr, and even that ono was too iu- 
aigniticant to deserve tho name. . . . 
Strikes and even tho very disposition to 
strike seem to bo thoroughly stamped out 
in this industry. Mr. Trow apo.iks of them 
as if they were niattera of settled impossi- 
bility. " Wo cannot have a strike in our 
district, our rules will not allow of it." 
And ho says in another place: " If you will 
aearch tho pages of history you will not bo 
able to find iu those pagea any parallel caao 
where any syatamadoptedhaabeenofsoniuoh 
advantage to tho workmen, to tho employers, 
and the trade of the district as arbitration 
has been to our workmen in the north of 
Sngland." 

The Boards of Conciliation being com- 
pojod of employed and workmen who mot 
together to settle trade disputes and to de- 
liberate upon other matter!, the men of the 
two claaaea got tu understand each other 
and to respect each other. The employers 
lost much of their arbitrariness and intoler- 
ance, and the nien got clear of their 
distrust of their employers and thoir 
unreasonable auspicious. Ono of tho 
witnesses, Mr. Hingley, a member 
of Parliament, struck the nail on 
the head when he said : " It is not more 
force but more reasonableness that is 
effectual here, and these Boards themEclvea 
have been a liberal education in reasonubie- 
ness to the trade in which they exist." Mr. 
Whitwoirs tostiniony was (Mjiially favorable 
and perhaps more emphatic, lie said ; 
" The efiect of the Board of Arbitration has 
been most satisfactory, Tho relations of 
workmen and their employers aeem to be 
entirely changed. There is much more 
feeling of sympathy and respect than ever 
ccistcd before, and this feeling baa ex 
tended from tho works of members of tho 
Board ^o other works. There is very much 
moro reason than there ever used to be for 
incrly." This ia the result that might bo 
expected when men meet not to light and 
wrangle with each other, but to como to a 
good undcratandiug with the determination 
to do V, hat is fair and honest. 

The Boilermakers and Iron and Steel Ship 
building Society, which has a membership 
of 37,000 in tho United Kingdom, has gone 
further in the direction of industrial peace 
than any other. This society, being rich, 
engages with the employers for tho fulfil- 
mont of the labor contract by its memberi>, 
and for compensation in case of violence. 
And it carries out its obligations. An in- 
stance is given in tho article before us 
which we cannot help reproducing: 

At Hartlepool a vestel was lately built in 
a hurry, and the men employed upon her 
thought it a good opportunity to strike for 



an advance of two shillings, in the teeth of 
the agreemeut under which they were 
working. Tho shipbuilding tirm immedi- 
ately wired tho executive council of the 
union an account of the situation. The 
council wired back at once, asking them to 
pay the advance in tho meantime, and pro- 
ceed with tho work, because they knew thu 
vessel was needed iu a hurry, and they did 
not wish to cause any delay ; but when the 
vcaael was linislied the council compelled the 
men Who struck to refund tho money, and 
then sent a cheque for the amount to tho 
firm that paid it. 

Other instances are given where this 
Boeiety made up tho loss to employera caused 
by neglect or bad workmanship. This showa 
tlmt employera and v.'orkiugmen are not 
evei-ywhera antagoniatic, and that there is 
a prospect of industrial peace. 

A BAGKDOVrN. 

Tho failure of Mr. Edgar to prosecute 
the charges he had brought against Sir 
Adolphe Caron in Parliament before tho 
Commiasion doea not show that ho possesses 
tho courage of his convictions. The lan- 
guage ho used in the House of Commons 
waa BuQioiently strong. All he wanted, ho 
declared, was the opportunity to prove tho 
charges he preferred and iusinuated. 
But when that opportunity was ntrordod 
him ho refused to lake advantage of it. Ho 
no doubt had excuses for tho course he 
took. When is a slippery politician without 
what ho calls "reasons" for taking any 
path it suits his purpose to pursue? But 
we cannot help thinking that if Mr. Edgar 
were perfectly sure that all ho said about 
Sir Adolphe Caron was true and that if ho 
believed that ho could prove tho charges 
ho had made, he would not have 
allowed a trifle to deter him from 
conducting the proseoutidn. He would have 
risked a good 'deal to secure tho conviction 
and to bring about the ruin of the man 
whom hu hiul, when protected by his privi- 
lege as a member of Parliament, charged 
witli having committed corrupt acts. But 
everyone knows that it is one thing to ac- 
cuse a man in a political speech of having 
djuo wrong, and a very diflercnt thing to 
prove the accusation before judges, who can 
distinguish between credible evidence and 
rondom statements which cannot bo proved. 
It will take a great deal to convince unpre- 
judiced men, now that Mr. Edgar haa 
backed out, that he had good grounds for 
the charges he had preferred against Sir 
Adolphe Caron. They will naturally any 
that if he knew ho could not prove thimi ho 
should never have made them, and if he waa 
convinced of their truth, it is his duty 
now that he has the chance, to show tho 
world that they aro well grounded.

I'.ishop^i liy the luii^'lisli Cliurcli. 'iMie 
Chui'cli of ICnglanil ami the Protestant 
Episcopal Cluircli are alike as coiistitut- 
inj; branches of the Aiiijlican coii\niiniion, 
and tho eloijuenee of I'hillips Brooks ig 
as much at homo ni Westminster Abbey 
as ill Trinity Church, liostoii. 

The triennial coimcil, to bci held in 
BalliiiKjre in ( Ictolicr, will Ijc known as 
the Ceneral Convention of 1802. it will 
consist, as its predecessors uonsiated, of 
two houses, tho Uouso of Bishops and 
tho House of Deputies. The ooncurronco 
of both houses is necessary to tho validity 
of decisions governing and bindiii'; on the 
Church, but lei^islalion may be oriLcinated 
in either one of them. Sixly-sevon 
Bisho[).s will constitute the "ujipur house"; 
each of tlio lifty-two dioceses of the 
Church will be represented by four clerLjy- 
mon and four laymen, making tho liouiic 
of Deputies, which is known colloquially 
as the "lower house," to consist of 410 
momhers. Tlie veimrable Bisho]) of Con- 
necticut, the UiijhL liev. .lohn Williams, 
D. U., LL. D,, will jireside in the llou.se 
of Bishops, by seniority ; and, in his 
absonco from any cause, tho JU. Rev. 
Henry A. jNeoly, D. D., Bishop of Maine, 
who was elected to tho honor of presid- 
ing in the absence of tho senior Bishop 
at tho last Convention, held in New York 
in IS.SI). The rectoi- of Trinity Church, 
New York, the Ilev. i\lorL,'an iJix, S, T. 

D. C. L., was elected to jircside ovor 
the deliberations of the House cjf Uopu- 
ties at the Conventions of L.S8I) and l.S.SO, 
and it is expected tiiat tho Deputies will 
make him their Ciiairinan at the coniiiiL; 
Convention. His ability as a presiilinL,' 
otlicor is very remarkable, and he repre- 
sents what is, in respect to its age, wealth 
and influence, the leading pariah of the 
Church. 

i.rruuiiic.^T, itKVisio.v. 

A matter of great importance to church 
people, which will conio up for liiial ae- 
don at Baltimore, is liturgical revision. 
'At tho Convention of twelve years ago, 
acting upon a resolution moved by tho 
Rov. William R. Huntington, S. T. D., 
LL. D., now rector of Grace Church, 
New York, a committee was appointiMl to 
rci)ort at the Convention of JS^s:; on litur- 
gical changes deemed desirable to ])ro- 
mote greater llexiliilily in the services of 
tho Church. Their report was received 
and continued in discussion until the 
Couvontion of l.SSi), wliun it was ajiprov- 
od and left to be passed u])on by the Con- 
vention of this year. 'I'he proposed 
changes haviiiL' been jiassed upon as thus 
provided, a standard prayerbook of the 
Church will be issueil, it is hoped, 
promptly after tho Convention, to the 
gratitication of both uiinisters and people ; 
and leaflets bound, up with tho "Stan- 
dard Prayer-Book of 1789," to bo used 
(optionally during the rec(mt yc-ars of 
transition, will be among the alllictions of 
tlie iiast. Changes are chieHy, as was Dr. 
Huntington's wish, in tlx; direction <jf 
giving i'. greater clegree of discretion to 
tho ininiator in the conduct of jmljlic wor- 
ship. Both morning and evening prayoi- 
are considerably shortened at tho will of 
the clergyman. A ft^w ch.anges are re- 
storations, and the iiew "St.andanl I'ray- 
er-Book" will more nearly resniilile the 
■' r.ook of Coiinuon I'rayer" of the (,'liureh 
of Kngland than that ni IT^'.I. The a<l- 
dition of a now feast, that of the Trans- 
figuration, to the church calendar, its 
date August (!, ia another notable mge. 

Seeonil only in iuiportanco to the mat- 
ter of liturgical revision will hi; the con- 
sideratinn of the report, on the hymnal 
for the Church, approved liy the (luiieral 
l,'on\e[iti(jn of IS.S',1. The hyiiin;'.! of 
1S7J, improved in l.STI, has been in gen- 
eral use since that dale, and it is by no 
moans certain that the new book, i)re|)ir- 
ed l)y a commit ee .'i.t the iieacl of wliieh 
is the Kt. Uev. William I'rosswell Doane, 
D. D., Lh. !>., r.ishop of Albany, will he 
authorized to supersede; it. Wliile there 
seems to be almost a certainty thai the 
new Standard l'rayer-bo(jk will hi; adojit- 
od by the Convention, the report of the 
Cominittoo on the New Hymnal, which, 
ill common wicii that of the Committee 
on Liturgical iloviaioii, is published in 
printi;d form, is jirovoking so much ad- 
verse criti(;ism as may resell in its lieing 
amended ami linal ael ion ps']joned f.,r 
tho Cunvontioii of lii'Xi. The eomiilainl. 
is niado that tho cominittoo has been too 
radical in its action. Their book leaves 
out 201 hymns contained in tho iireseiit 
hymnal, which is a seriously radical iinio- 
vatioii for so conservative a body as a 
Cfliivontion of the Protestant Kijiscopal 
Church to make. It forms a far more 
Cfimprehensivo voliimo than the |)rcseut 
hymnul, containing i>7'-i hymns and t hirty- 
two doxologica. Little fault is found, or 
can be fiuiiid, with its literary (luaiily, 
and whether or iml the matter of provid- 
ing a new hymnal for the Church will bo 
postponed until the Conyention of 1805, 
Bishop Doane and his follow-conimitteo- 



mou have compiled a volumo which is 
exceedingly valuable as a.treasury of de- 
votioiial poetry, intended for use in pub- 
lic worshi)). Not a few of tho clergy 
favor tho adoption as the American hym- 
nal of tho most popular ErgHah hymi! 
biiok, " lly inns Ancient anci Blodern" ; 
and possibly, if tho Convention should 
decide npcjn taking a radical course in 
giving tho Church a now hymnal, which 
is ipiite unlikely to happen, the English 
book may have the preference ovor that 
of the Bishoi) Doane committee. Lively 
discussion certainly will follow tho report 
on the i)roposed hyinmd. Tho various 
schools of thought, which alike find homo 
and loyalty within tho broad inelosuro of 
the I'rotestant I'lpiscopal Church,_ will 
llnd o|iportuuity of largo discourse in its 
consideration. 

( ANO.NS or Oltl)i:> ATION. 

It i.s probablo that soiiio action will be 
taken at tho Baltimore Ooiivontion with 
regard to the "canons of ordination." 

The fact is a highly suggestive one, that 
liot a few ministers of other religious 
bodies seek admhssion into tho ministry 
of the rrotestaiit lilpiscopal Church. At 
the (leiieral Convention lu;ld in New- 
York in 188!J tlio Uouso of Bishops made 
siicli aniondmonts to tho canons of ordina- 
tion aa would reduce considerably the 
time of jireparation for ordination of 
ministers from other bodies. No action 
was taken in the matter by tho House of 
Deputies, Init it is probablo that the com- 
ing Convention will ael in the direction 
of facilitating the advent into the minis- 
try of tho Church of men who, by their 
experience as ministers in other bodies, 
are already partially and, in some ni- 
staiiccs, liiiely qualified for almost imme- 
diate service. 

Another subject of great importance to 
tlie future of tin; ciiurch in this vast 
country, and which probably will be dis- 
cussed in tlie C'livention, is that of divid- 
ing the L'nited States into provinces, 
each of those to consist of several dio- 
ceses. This is a very sorioiis and groat 
ipiestioii, anioiiL' others involving a geo- 
graphical ililliculty. New \'ink State in- 
cluilus at tin; present lime live dioceses, 
and these would be constituted one prov- 
iiue iviihoiit the geographical dilliciilty 
suggested ; but obviously provincial 
bouiidarioa could not bo made cotermin- 
ous with State boundaries. Tiny Rhode 
Island could not be constituted a prov- 
ince, while New York could be. The 
provincial system wcnild involve the abol- 
ition of the |)resent practice of overj' dio- 
cese ill the Church having a vote for or 
against the consecration of a Bishop elect- 
ed by one of tliom, tho vote of every dio- 
cese within the province tlien only being 
taken. Other groat constitutional changes 
would be involved in the adoption of tho 
provincial aystom. The necessity of a 
(ienoral Convention being held every 
three years would he no hjiiger felt, every 
province having its Synod, relieving the 
general goveriung body of tho Church of 
much work wdilch comes, under tho pres- 
ent constitution, within the scope of its 
legislative authority. An intelligent view 
of tho operations of the Church in tho 
wide field of tho United States leads in- 
evitably to the conclusion that tho adop- 
I ion of the provincial system is among tho 
ccmiiiig constitutional changes of the Pro- 
testant J'j|)isci 'pal (Jluirch, and indications 
arc not wanting that the Baltimore Con- 
vention will consider tlio question suili- 
ci(;ntly ripe for at least discussion. 

iMissionary I!isho])a— those who have 
charge of tho work of tho Church where 
this is cliielly or altogether of a mission- 
ary character are elected by tho House 
of Ihshops in Convention, and not by the 
dioceses, as where tho parochial aj'stem 
has been developed. The House of Dep- 
uties, ns a matter of course, adopts the 
action of tho House of Bishops in this 
matter of electing or "setting off," as it 
is cidled. Missionary I'.isliops. ilore of 
these will be "set ofl^' at tho coming 
Coiiventi(.in, ii. all probability, and the 
aggressive work of the Church thereby 
strengthened. It is expected also that 
the House of Bishops will elect and the 
Convention will appoint a Bishop each 
for .Ja|ian and China. 

Public interest in the rialtimorc t,'on- 
vention of l.SI)2 culnruates in its being 
the goveriiin.; liody of llie Anglican com- 
munion as reiireseiiled in tliis country ; 
t'lat communion which, iii its unbroken 
continuity from apostolic times, its cath- 
olicity and its comprehensive liberality, 
presents pr<iniise of the reunion of Chris- 
tendom. Six years ago the House of 
Bishops of the Proleshiul .Kpiscii|)al 
Cluirch prop'jscil as a biisis for the union 
of iOiiglisli-siie.iking ( 'liiialians four jiro- 
positions,v/hicli,iii ISSS.wero adojited with 
slight changes by about 160 Bishops of 
the Anglican communion asaeiiibled in 
conferenco at Lanibotli, under tin; presi- 
dency of tho Archbishop of Canterbury, 
rhese are: (I) 'i'he Holy Scriptures of 
the Old and New Tcstameiils as the re- 
vealed will of (.'od ; (2) till! Nicene Creed 
as tin; sullicient statement of the (.'liris- 
liau faith ;(.'!) the two sacrameuta, ba])- 
ti:,iii and llie .-iiipper of the, Lord, minis- 
tered with the unvarying use of tlio words 
of insiiiution and of tho elomenta ordain- 
ed by him : and (1) the historic episcopate 
locally ad:iijted in tliemetliods of its ail- 
aiinistration to the various ne(;ds of the 
nations and people c:dled by Hod into the 
unity of liis Cliurch Ivarnest and culti- 
vated iiieii in all the leading religious de- 
niHuiiiations of Englisli-aiieaking coun- 
tries find in these ])roi)()sitioiis at least 
some ground upon which they may all 
meet in coKiiiion to look for and consider 
the means of co-ojicral inn instead of 
wasli'ful and inhariiioiiious eoiiipelition 
ill ieli;,'ious Work, and by these ineaiia to 
taki; llie lirst sti;p toward tho organic 
unity of tlie universal Clnirch.

"in this way, and that can only bo done by 
ohlif^ing every employee of the depart- 
iiieiic to be pcrftclly licuiest. Tho per- 
eenla^o of dislioiiuHt p uiilu is very small, 

aiidyet, mi tlii'ii- ai'( lit all tho Imnes; 

ones must be walelieil. 1 Icinov a man 
who has sent away over .^5, 000 per year 
by letter every year foi tho last seven 
and hiis not lost a dollar, hut it has hap- 
pened that others have been robbed on 
tJie very lirsl attem[)t. 

Tliero arc many reasinis why n man 
steals or embezzles a siiinll .sum. lJu wlm 
steals kiiiiwinji tliat the chances are iiiiie- 
ty-nino to one that he will be discovered, 
must be either very doaperato or very 
sill}', or so you would argue. And yet, 
when you take the case of a postolUce eni 
ployoo you generally find that he is an in- 
telligent person and had nopressini; need 
to turn thief. Tlio fenson is smnet iiues 
an enigma. In other cases it is to ijratity 
a desire for a hLicury. If you will take 

|v.vUp tho case of each individual letter car- 
rier convicted during tho last live years, 
you will discover that tho temptation has 
been less than thirty dollars on tho aver- 
age, and that none of them had proasini; 
need of the money. Yon will find iiboiit 
tho .same state of ali'airs in the case of in- 
aidu men. There are, no doubt, plenty 
of employees whw have stolen a letter or 
two and gone no tarthor, but it is also 
true that after the ice is once broken

comes. Letters containing money ar 
easily "spotted" by the handlers, ii 
matter liow much pains yon i^ototo coueeal 
the contents. .Suppo.se a letter au'ive.s 

jjfi, for sonic meroliant or a lirni which is re 

p' ceivini,' a hundred a day fruui all over the 

' country. The " feol" of this letter re 
veals its contents. It is stolen. It may 
contain a five dollar bill or only a - one 
dollar. At least a week will pass liefore 
there is any ciimplainl, and wlion tl.o 
luerchiuiL wi-ites that he did not receive 
:it the .sender takes no step.s to truce it. 
:He is just as apt to argue that .sonie clerk 
in the merchant's oflice stole his money 

^,.as that it was taken by a postal employee. 

■ It is the merchant who finally moves. 
After rceelviii'j; a score of such complaints 
he eoiiMull.s the po.stiuastcr, and tho case 
ia ^'ivuii Loan inspector. 

I hatl a case in a ivestern city five rir 
six years ayo ivliich astonished me, even 
though 1 was old in the business and sel- 
dom surprised over anything. A boy had 
como into^thn office and so conducted 
himself for a Ion;.,' term of years that he 
was at last iiiaile as.iislant chief clerk. 
Ue had the ali.solute eoiitidenuo of post • 
master ai,d all employees. iJuriiii; his 
■ tinio there were three diirerent inspectors 
on that route, and all " banked" on him, 
as the eayitigis. He aided us to detect 
three or four thieves in the office, and 
sudi was his reputation fia- integrity that 
no eliaii'4i; of admin i:it rat ion could inove 
him. (Jiie (lay I was sunt out there lui 
an invebti'_;alinii. 'I'liero was .'lonietliiii-^ 
crooked in the nllice. I CMn5iillc;d with 
tho postmaster and he turned the whole 
case over to " Honest Abo," as tho l)oys 
called tho man I refer to. Ho was an.xi- 
ouB to he!]) me .strai'^liten things out, and 
he seemed I" make in'ory ellort in tluil 
way. I war, about llie place for a week 
and failed t:o i^el the slightest clew. Tlien 
uubeknown to any one, bin. more by acci- 
dent than design, 1 employed a iiiulliod 
which 1 cannot allow you to make imblic. 
The rosult waij that 1 arrested the assiK 
tanl as he ivas leavin;,' the building and 
found no loss than lAidve money letters 
in his pocket.s. i'_;v<!n with that evidence 
of his criminality bul;;im; out of his pock- 
ets ho ivas on his way lo my Imtul to see 
mo and proposoa tiap by wliich theguilty 
, party could be caught I lio had a wife 
" and throe children. Hi.s salary allowed 
him to live more than comfortablj'. Any 
Ijank in the town would have lent him 
money on his iiiiiiiibii.Huil note. What did 
lie want of the iiimiey / 'i'o buy lolleiy 
tickets! lie was buy in:,' tluiiu at tlii'rale 
of §200 per moulli, bn|)iiig to nial;;! a bii; 
strike. When his iiouae wan si'iirclied we 
found 1()5 one dollar tickets for the cur- 
rent drawing, hut ho intended to make 
tho nuniher an even 1200. In six months 
ho had ii.irchaseil over 700 tickets, and 
yet all his juizes did not foot up ."SlOD. 
It isn't six moiidis since ho left llie 1 )e 
troit house of correction, where he served 
his sBntcuco, 

1 boliovo, and it i.s tlie belief of all the 
oflicinls of the postal departments, that 
that lottery did more to diahoiior iiostal 
employees than all other temptations 
combined. Thousands of letter.s cmilaiii- 
ing one and two dollar bills were con- 
stantly passing through the mails. A 
percoiituge of tho employiies who handled 
them argued thdt the lottery was dis 
honest and under tho ban of tho depart 



to tho sender even if they didn't steal it. 
'I'luire can be no just ar;,'uniont iu favor 
of dishonesty, hut such arguments as 
aliovo probably helped to stifle conscience. 
Ill two years I aloja detected fourteen 
dishonest employees nnd brought them to 
jiLstico. I will relate one ease which had 
-some special features. 

.V railway mail clsrk on a certain run 
south of the Ohio river was under snspie- 
ioii. The suspicion arose from a singular 
eircLuustaiico. lie was n siuglo im'.ii, 
thirty years old, and had only his salary 
to live on. Among tho list of donors for 
a fund to erect a cluircli edillco was his, 
and he had L'iveii i^7'J~>. When I found 
this out I droiiped all other clews and 
eoiieent rated on him. While 1 was 
watching he turned in >}-7i> more, thus 
bringing his subscription un to 81,000. 

0110 day after I had all my jilans laid I 
entered his car and held him up. lie 
had thirty lettoiti in liia pockets, all of 
theiu containing nnmey and addressed to 
the lottery, lie attempted no defense 
and urged only one excuse, lie thought 
the iiiouoy hoi better go into a cluirch 
building than into the coU'eis of the lot- 
tery, lie had n.>t converted a penoy to 
hiaowii use, and he fraiiklj' acknowledged 
that it was his intoutiou to steal §2,500 
and then quit. I can mention another 
aingular thing which occurred at about 
ihe same lime. .-V m.-iu in Penn.sylvaiiia 
.iidi'rud two (iiiu il llai- liekeis liy mail. 
.\s the tickets weire on their way to him 
they were stolen by a raiUvay mail clerk. 
When tlio drawing for the month came 
df it was discovered that one of the tick- 
ets had drawn §5,000. Tho clerk had 
no! pies -rved the address of tho riglitful 
uivner. Ho slipper! down to Now Or- 
luois I.I got tho money. The lottery 
e.onpany's l)o ks showed to whom the 
liekets wore sent, anil as tlie clerk 1,'ave a 
iliirerent name :uid luhlress au-'[uci(Ois 
were aroused and he was run down. He 
had burned up tho two tickets before be- 
ing arrested, and tho lottery company 
was therefore §5,000 ahead. 

' Of all postal employees tho letter car- 
rier has the greati-st teiiiptatiou thrown 

111 bis way. Tlierc is no one to watch 
Uiiii. Ill,': goes out over his roule with 
luiudreds of letters, and is sorting and 
resorting until he can give a pretty gond 
giioas at tlie contents of each one. If he 
fills to deliver mi ordinary letter, who 
can clmigo him with embesKsUng it? 
riiere is, however, hut one course for him 
tojiursue. He must makeup liis mind 
III he strictly honest. If lie cannot with- 
stand lemptation he is doomed. He niiiy 
escape detection for a few weeks or even 
luontha, but there is nothing surer than 
that he will bo caught in tho end. One 
of the mo.st powerful weapons of the post- 
cilliee inspector is tho decoy letter. 1 
know that j udges, lawyers and the ])res3 
bavo inveighed against it, but it is iiever- 
ihulesstbe safeguard of the honest and 
liio terror of tiiu di^hnncsl employee. It 
trips up nii.'ie ra.scals in the service than 
all other schemes coiiibiiied. 1 had a 
rather curious caso in western New York 
last year. A man in a certain town was 
advertisiii'.; a eureall, and letters came to 
bini from all over the cotnitry. There 
were complaints of losses, and 1 traced 
tliQ matter up until sure thai the fault 
lay in tho home otlice. It linally narrow- 
ed down to one clerk. 1 sent in si.v: de- 
coy letters, and four of them were gob- 
bled. He was a young man and spent 
con3i(k-riible money around town, but 
nolle of my marked bills turned u]). He 
■.vas IoUowclI to saloons, billiard parlors, 
livery stables and other ])laces wliere he 
paid bills, but, it was noticed that he in- 
variably piiid in silver. While trying to 
solve tho mystery J dropped into a place 
within a step ol the poatoltico where an 
old woman sold rout beer, leiiioiiaile, 
s.indwiehes and tho like. .■\lter ilriiiking 
a lass uf the beer 1 found I had no change 
and tendered her a live dollar biU. Sho 
gave ino four ones with the change, and 
two oi them had my mark on. 

"What drink does Charles seem to 

prefer?"] (|Ueried, giving her the full 
iiaiiie ol' the cli^rk I was after. 

( 111, 1 t beer always '." aho replied. 

"lie comes In often ?" 

" Three or four tinHs a day, sir." 

" liavo you g it plenty of silver for 
change ?" 

" Why, sir, 1 always keep a few dol- 
lars in silver by mo. If it's in silver it 

can't linrn up." 

tin the very next day 1 was in the 
|il.-ieu when tlie clerk came in, drank a 
gl.-irts of root beer ami banded nut a mark- 
ed hill he had taken from my last decoy 
letter. I liad no syinpatliy fur him, as 
he had no excuse for his diahonesty. I 
havo seen it stated in iiewspaiiers that 
when' an eiiipbiyee who has lota (d ii liii- 
eiiee iM-liiiid liiiii goi-s wroiiglie is allowed 
til rosiiju and tlui matter is hushed up. 
if any su..:l. eases have oeciirri'd I am 
iu'imrant. of I liii|ii. I do ii- t iii-lieve they 
liHVu occurred. AiiKiiii; the tli'iii^anils of 
carrier.s. clerks and railway mail lianiUurs 
there will always be found some cronkeil 
people. The supervision must bo con- 
stant and critical and the puijishment 
must be iimmpt and severe for reasons I 
have already iiainud. It is rarely that 
I'nele Sun cimiloiios an ullViise a'^-iiiist 
llio l;iw. I have nftuii I hoimht the piin- 
i.dimenl too severe for tbi^ ei-iino. How- 
ovor, of ,ill men wlm may lie inclined to 
dishonesty, the pMstal uiiiploj'oe displays 
tho most "foolishiii-s I. The common thief 
iiou' sli-al iiiiil l;uI away. The burglar 
ami tin' highway rub-lier run even ch;iiic(,"i, 
iboy ligiire. \Ve read every day of bnnk- 
koepers, clerks ami i-esliii-rs who have 
been stealing fiU' ja-ars. The postal em- 
ployee who goes wrung is dead certain of 
quick di.seovery and a heavy sentonco. 
It is as sure to come as the sun ia to rije. 
He therefore lacks sense when he permits 
liiniself to bo tempted.

In 
tho process she discovered TKiO letters in 
an old trunk in a store-room. Over -100 
of them had inoiiey inclosed, .and yet not 
(1110 had been opened or tamporetl with. 
The man had stolen them, but 1 am not 
clear .as to .bis action. Was it a mania 
which stoppeil shiu't at getting possession, 
or was ho sharp eiiouglit to lay them 
away and bide his time I His widow 
could offer no explanation of how the let- 
tors came to bo in tho trunk, nor did the 
autlioritios hunt hir any. Wc did not 
want to blacken the dead man's character. 
Some of the letters hacl been mailed thir- 
teen months ))i-eviously. There were 
three wliicli he had taken only the day 
before his death, but how he liatl nian- 
ajged to do it with my eyoa on him all the 
tune I havo not been able to figure out.

THE GOAT FOUND. 

A Citl/.eii rurchnsed tho Animal BUt WIU 
Surrender it. 

The public intereat in tho Angora goat 
and ita myaterious prnceedinga continued 
unabated when it was found that none of 
tho city officials could throw any light on 
the subject. The interest grow to almost 
fever heat, and a number of leading citi- 
zens, in considering the matter, expressed 
their opinions very forcibly. 

ICx-Mayor Grant, when interviewed re- 
garding tho matter, said t ",No goat should 
have been disposed of except by a by-law to 
that effect, and if it has been done, the only 
remedy is to have a Royal Commission to 
investigate the case. Let no guilty man 
escape. I don't remember any go^t being 
presented during my administration, but 
that don't count. In case the eoat cannot 
be found in a reasonable time, I think that 
the secret society hulls should be searched." 

Tho second letter on the subject mado the 
mutter more complicated than erer, for it 
appeared lli*t the itnimal located by •'' Citi- 
zen," while of the " saiiifl breed of goats," 
waa not tho sumo animul, it ia hard to say 
what the result of the present investiga- 
tions would have been. Already some pol- 
itical talk had been indulged in, and fur- 
ther reports were awaited with burning in- 
tereat, wlien the following letter camo to 
hand :

It seems Incredible louie llmt any .-^ervantof 
tho Corporation should iiiiilertnku 10 soil tholr 
property without Ural coiuuiltink' with mem- 
beraof ihocoiiHiiittce. In fact 1 believe tlio 
ParK coumiiltce will not deny imviuK Rlvun or- 
ders to Ihu keeper to dispoHii of corliiiu rani- 
nials, and If lliia is Ihn case, nnd ho sold Ihoni 
instoid of killiuK tliem, be can hardly be 
blamed. 

In disposing ot these animals, tho committeo 
has wantonly ignored the rights of those Kon- 
tlomen who donated them, and should have 
had tho offer ot them back. Tbla insiiltint? 
manner of triaating donors wUlsorvo aa a lesson 
toothers. 

Here then at last ia a ray of light, and it 
will be eagerly welcomed by those who have 
been gropmg in darkness regarding this im- 
portant matter. It now remains for the 
Park keeper and committeo to come for- 
ward and explain.

A colebrated writer on opthalmio inut- 
iors says ; " We point with much pridu 
to the ■wonderful Tiiechanism of tho oyo 
and its prcnb pcrfoction, una yet if wo 
wore to buy a pair of opern gl.isscs tlmt 
' woro no nearer jjcrfection thiui tlio avor- 
ajo piiir of eyes wo would return tlioin to 
tho morcliant on tlio following; d:iy." 
This is largely duo to tho fact that tlioy 
firo unliko, and this trouble may bo the 
result of bad usago or inheritance, to say 
. • nothinp; of bad and unskilled operations, 
accideiits, ill health, etc. 

Twenty-four years ago, when 1 was a 
lad, it waa discovered one day by oloso 
students of the human eye that I had a 
case of Tory mild strabismus. It was not 
soBOvoroasto worry iiio, but kind friends, 
who should have known better, ducided 
to turn mo over U< a physician and lur- 
geon.^ The man selected was one of tho 
silent, morose, brutal kind, who say lit- 
tle, remain dignified through life and die 
lenving tho impression that thoy^ad nu 
enormous reserve power of thoui;ht which 
they never used. 1 have often wished 
thatl had been f,dftcd that way, hu- thero 
is no chance to criticise a severe man who 
never says anything, lie lives and dies 
a great man in the eyes of tho hoi poUoi, 
for they never know when he might pos- 
sibly say something. 

This doctor cut oil' legs and arms with 
groat rapidity. He had been iu tho war 
of 1812, or Buino auoh war, ami had done 
a good deal toward bringing jieaco about, 
for both friend and fcjo decided that ho 
was worse than arson, treason, ra]niioand 
death) so the war closed. 

1 was handed over to him just as chil- 
dren used to bo fed to tho crocodiles of 
tho Asiatic cuuiitriea. Wo \v;inted his 
good will, oven if it coat ii lobj of tho 
liver of the oldest child or an eye or an 
ear to make him feel ploassnt. 

The i-c-ador has doubtlca3 known in his 
or her life a country doctor of this class ; 
one who settles all great questions with a 
grunt, likes to bo regarded as taciturn, 
iind has a way of losing his temper in 
tiuie to prevent tho discovery of his 
ignoranco.

A 
very able physician did the same trick for 
Bobert.Tod Lincoln, now minister to 
England; ' The blood ran down my face 
quite plenty, while the surgeon called tho 
doctors from Erin Prairie and Harriman's 
Landing to come and see what a beauti- 
ful ojicration it was. They said it was by 
far tho most attractive operation they 
had over seen outside of a postmorlein. 

I then returned to my studies with a 
greon patch over this eye, but I caught a 
slight cold iu the eye.one evening while 
being hazed, and, BO liad to leave college 
for the time, and suffered a great deal 
with my eye. Years afterward the eye 
began to drift oil to tho left, and people 
who came to call on mo got to calling in 
pairs, so that one could look me in the 
eye from front while tho other would take 



mo on tho Hank and occupy my attention 
from that direction. Strangers reported 
that I had a glass eye, and some said that 
I must have a very , poor record indeed, as 
I never seemed able to look one in tho 
eye. This was true. But vei^ few of 
my years could look two in the eye any 
better than 1 could. 

Years afterward I saw, ovon with my 
odd and copious vision, that 1 had suf- 
fered from tho grossest malpractice. Tho 
largo tin god of tho countryside became 
to mo what John L. Sullivan became to 
his audience on tho night of the 7th inst. , 
only dO much osseous, musoulai* and adi- 
pose tissue dethroned, busted and knock- 
ed out. 

Yet tho people generally had dis- 
covered it. My eyes, however, had 
been opened. One uf them had been so 
skillfully opened that 1 could hardly close 
it while sleeping. The lack of muscular 
attachment on the inner corner had jier- 
inittod the eye to protrude and give me 
a choked appearance, as one might have 
if his neighbors had taken the law into 
their own hands. 

it was iit this timo that Dr. Black- 
Smitb, the man who had operated (ju my 
eve, brought suit againat tho town for 
damages, and allhiiugh 1 had just attained 
my majority, together with an undivided 
(iii'o-iourth interest in a mortgage on a 
farm, which was now falling duo, I was 
that year drawn as a member of tho petit 
jury, and was one of tho highly orna 
niented woodon iianel called u))on to try 
the cnso of L)r. 1. 1!. I51ack-.Smith versus 
Tho City. 

We listened to the testimony for two 
or three days. Now and then 1 would 
loook at the doctor with ray game eye 
sternly. Then I would turn the other eye 
and beautiful Roman no.so on him. 

Finally his lawyer said ti/ him : 

"Doctor, wiio IS that young blonde 
juryman with tho misunderstanding be- 
tween his oyos, who now and then look-i 
at you as though ho would liko to do 
some autopsy work for yun.l 

"Me God !" said Dr. IJlack-Smith," "1 
believe that's young Nye, whose eye 1 
ii|)erated on to for strabismus years ago. 
Why didn't I know that before and have 
him excused from tho jury I" 

"Alas, it is too late now, and I can see 
by the way he acts that ho intends to 
hang tho jury," spoke up tho lawyer. 

As 1 went to my dinner a trembling 
hand with the odor of a deodm-izer ujion 
it offered me a cigar wrapped up in a 
bank note. It was a p(jor cigar, and the 
bank note was very ordinary in si/.o and 
execution, so 1 showed it to tho jury, 
told where it cniuo from and sent it back. 
I was not smoking at llinfc time anyway. 

Tho jury took everything into consider- 
ation, and remembering that the suit 
was brought to recover tho valuo of a 
broken leg on account of a defective sid 
walk, and that Dr. Black-Smith admitted 
that ho had worn overshoes habitually 
before that, but on that night "had his 
skates on" instead, having taken seven or 
eight of what the London barrister calls 
"refreshers," though different of course 
in this country, they did not seem favor- 
able to tho physician. 

The jnry sat up all night, and by noon 
the next day was able to disagree. It 
was my first and last experience on a 
jury. Tho odor of a jury room still 
comes back to me if I ride to England in 
tho steeraga, or go down cellar late at 
night to find a large gas leak between mc 
and the meter. 

Last year I called on a verj' excellent 
oculist, who said that even if I ever had 
the (*yo readjusted 1 would not see with 
it, as thero had been a hemorrhage of the 
retina. This would act as a spatter of 
dried blood on a mirror, destroying its 
power of reflection. Another oculist said 
that lack of use was all that ailed tho eye, 
so ho wore ine out looking through eight 
bushels of lenses, and tinally fitted me 
out with a pair or sjiectaclcs, which I 
used till 1 got vertigo ami then returned 
to the old ones. 

This year I decided to consult an eye 
surgeon of great repute, and see what he 
said. 

1 went to bin oHice at OiliO a.m. to see 
if he liad readied the ollice. lie had, 
but there were nineteen people ahead of 
mo. 1 waited till 2:20 p.m. and got i 
short glimpse of tho eye trinmier's part 
ner. lie looked mo over ai.d said that 1 
must come early or I would have to wait 
quite awhile. "To-morrow will bo cur 
busy day, beeauBe you know this is Labor 
Day, and s(j we have excused half our 
patients till to-niorrow." 

1 went tho next morning before day- 
light and sat on tho stoj) till the milk 
man came, and he let mo into tho base 
nient for a dollar. There J remained till 
tlio maid began dusting tho reception 
room; then I got in thero and looked at 
tho album till tho doctor came, but eleven 
people who live near him came with him 
to bo attended to,nnd a clergyman from 
Montana wanted to take an early train, 
80 he got in ahead of me also. I'eople 
who day that newspaper men defy all 
rules and get the finest cut from the best 
joint have never closely studied tho soft 
and elastic feather bed upon which the 
clerical anchorite journeys 'toward what 
ho hopes is even a still better and more 
well disposed v/orld. 

Tho doctor finally saw me. He was 
wiping hiB hands on a napkin and jiut- 
ting away a bloody crochet hook as 1 
entered. "And how long have you been 
looking over your left shoulder into the 
past that way, Mr. Nye 1" 

"For twenty-ftmr years," I replied, sit- 
ting down oil a soft, elastic, round object, 
which gave ine a ckdl as J thought how 
they had neglected to put away tho last 
eye thoy had secured. 

However, it was a small rubber bulb, 
used mostly on a big squirt, by means of 
which tho doctor keeps tho eye covered 
with a moth preparation, I judge. 

"Tho result o! the old operation," said 
the oculist, dropping a whole lot of house- 
hold utensils inio a lingerbowl full of 
diluted carbolic acid, "is that tho rectus 
muacle was completely cut off from the 
eye, leaving it as smooth uud shiny as tho 
top of your head. In twentjr years it has 
grown on again at the jposterior precinct I 
of the eye. Tho conjunctiva has , gone | 



back into the cerebellum, and is used for 
thinking instead of winking. I will have 
to cut tho inusclo away from tho back of 
tho ball of tho eye, dissect it also from 
tho optic norve, then with forceps draw 
tho old and dilapidated muscle forward 
and stitch it to the bait uf the eye where 
it was at first", , 

'And do you heat tho forceps and use 
a redhot needle in sewing on tho mus- 
cle r 

"Oh, no; certainly not." 

"Then," said 1, writing a little codicil 
with my new atylographio pen as soon as 
I could i;et it to mako a mark, ' 'you 
may begin with the merrymaking." 

For two or throe hours, during which 
the only delight 1 had was in thinking 
that twenty-sovcn people wore in the 
])arlor awaiting their turn and trying to 
read their papers tho second time over 
with angry eyes, two able Burgeons 
snipped and tri))pod and cut the basting 
threads of niy ej'e, pausing now and thou 
to get a breath of air and look at a work 
on "The Human Bye in Health and Dis- 
ease." 

1 went back on tho Sth and took my 
turn with the rest to liavo my eye ex- 
amined Hgain. It looked liko SuUivr.n's, 
and 1 waa mad, because I had got a box 
for the theatre tho night before and was 
going to entertain friends at dinner 
and then take them to the 
theatre. After the doctor had 
cut tho muscle loose, and was looking 
about in my mental wastebasket to see 
where it had Hopped to, ho told me in- 
cidontally that 1 must not attend the 
theatre for some several days. 
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So when 1 Wk'ut back on the following 
day to wait, and other patients saw the 
ruddy complexion of my eye, they began 
to inquire about new Orleans and why 1 
iiad backed Sullivan if I did not want to 
be treated that way. I said something 
severe especially to a patient from Ni- 
agara Falls who is hero to get a Ciit.-vract 
removed, and ho being a Sullivan man, 
and discovering that 1 had been for Cor- 
bett all the way tin'oiigh, not alone be- 
cause I favor refinement and a reasonable 
amount of temperance, but because I 
believed to the extent of a good gold 
watch and some rubles that ho would win, 
and al^o because Sullivan had warned mo 
to ahufc uji or he would shut me up, and 
hud tliereforo failed to endear himself to 
me, he, the man from Niagara Falls with 
a cataract and S'.'iTo short at odds of five 
to one, made a pass at me, which I par- 
ried with my forehead and led back to 
him with a holly wood bracket, which 
was added to my bill by the oculist. 

Kindly hands and a largo fat officer re- 
moved the man and his cataract from me 
just as ho had perched him.self on niy 
breastbone and began to pros|)ect ai uund 
my well eye with his thundi, iutoiKling 
to expose it and thus liumiliate me by 
sendiii!.' mo down Broadway iu tho day- 
light with a naked eye. 

As wo rode up here from North Caro- 
lin.i i was awakened in the night by a 
])oworful odor which came in at the open 
window. It took me back to a summer 
night on the farm when 1 went down in 
our well to clean it out and found one of 
those cats that frequent the poles so 
much, and are called polar cats, I think. 
It seems that wo had run over one in the 
niglit and ho had taken tho only means 
at hand at the time for letting us know 
that ho bad been seriously injured. 

The polar cat does not sing, but his re- 
marks, ignorant and unlettered as ho is, 
attract instant and earnest attention. 
Whether it is due to tock of proper atten- 
tion to his bathing or from decayed teeth, 
ho seems to have a personal air about 
him which makes the bloodhound's job a 
sinecure.

Mr. Robert Cussidy fur defendants 
moved l)y way of uppjal fro'n ilie order of 
Mr. Juslicu Walkeui of the Gth iii.stunt, 
refusing dcfendimta' motion to sat asido the 
oortificato of the pluintiffa judgment for 
$5,339.01 registerfid sRainst the lauds of 
dofcndanta. 

Tho defendants liBving appealed to the 
■Suprouie Court of Canada irom tho judg- 
ment of the full court of B. C, sustuioiDg 
the plaintiflTs judgment for §5,000 and costs, 
g ive security by bond for 58,500, for the 
pay incut of the amount of the judgment uud 
UiL' coats of the appeal, in the event of the 
jmlginont being sustained by the Supreme 
f Canada, and such security wns ul- 
lowr<l by Mr. Justice Walkem by his order 
of 20lh May lust. 

Tlio (U tendttuts, on anallidavit of the giv- 
ing of t his nceurily, »nd that tho regialra- 
tion uf the certificate of the jiulgiiieut 
against tboir lands seriously prejudiced 
tlieni in dealing witli lb«ir lands, bad mov- 
ed before Mr. justice |,lcCroiglit to set asido 
the registration of the eorlitieate and, on 
Kith August, Mr. Juiticu MotJceight dia- 
niiaaed that; motion, holding that 
he had no juiibiliclion to enter- 
tain it, RB the aelion waa transferred 
to the Supremo Court of Canada, ami in his 
order dismissing the suniniona referred to it 
aa being "to Eet aside tlie judgment regis- 
tered." The defeudanta then moved beloie 
Mr. Justice Wulkem, aa tlie judge who liad 
ivllowed the security, to sot SHide the cer- 
tificate of jrdgnieut and all proceedings 
thereunder, or for an old r declaring tha.1, 
by rcaaon of the ullowauce of the bond, all 
proceedings under the judgment were supcr- 
Bcdeil. On the 0th inalunt Mr. Justice 
Walkem dismissed that motion, holding that 
tlie (picstiou was the same, in ell'ect, aa that 
raised before Mr. Justice McCreight, and 
was re»judiea(a by liis order, and that as to 
tho order of the 'A'th May, allowing the se- 
curity, "The respect ivo Eolicitora framed 
tho terms of lliu order, and consented to it, 
and I cannot now clhingo those terms in ep- 
poaition to tho wislica of one of the oonsout- 
iiig purtica." 

The defendants besides appealing, filed 
fresh afiidivits thatsiuceMr. Juatiee Walk- 
em's order they had oll'ercd tho plaintilFa 
solicitors to deposit fG,.'!!!!* in court us 
security if plaintilV wniiM vaeatc the regis- 
tration of tho judgmtct, which oKcc wus re- 
fused, and that the defendants or their 
Bolicitora were unaware of the rcgiatrMioLi 
when they gave tho bond, or Lliey wouiii 
have procured a term cf the order of '.iOtb 
May that it should be vacated on tho other 
accurily being given, and that tho purpoio 
of giving theOjond was to relievo themselves 
of all pressure of the judgment pending 
their appeal to Ottawa. That tho de- 
fendants owned property in this province 
over and abovo their debts to a value ol 
$7,"iU,0(iU. Tll^t tho effect of the rcgiatra- 
lion was tn hamper thsni iu deal- 
ing with iheir l^mda aa it had 
to be provided against on every trans- 
action, and defeudaula under order 
LVIIL (7b "also appeal to _ tlic 
substantive jurisdiction of tho Divisionn.1 
court to make such order as ( light to have 
been, or outiht to be, made, to relieve llio 
defeiubinta'fiom the pics.iuro of all proceed- 
ings by way of enloreii.g the judgment 
herein pending their iipiii ul therefrom to 
the Supreme Court of Ciuuula." 

Defendants contended that whether Jlr, 
Justice Walkem was estopped by the order 
of McCreight, J., or not, tho Diyisionol 
court was not estopped from making the- 
order which ought to have been or ougho 
now to be made. That tho responsibility 
for examining into and satisfying himself as 
to tho security was imposed by see. 47, 
Supreme Courc, Canada, act entirely on the 
judt'e. That the fact that tho _ parties 
con'benteil to the security _ did not 
go any distance towards satisfyinj^ the 
act. j liat it wa.s innnaterial how the jadge 
waa eatisfied. Where the parties had de- 
posited S.'iOO in court as security, and ob- 
tained a certificate from tho proper officer 
to the Sup. Ct., Can., to that elTect, it 
was held by that; court that that security 
for tho S-jUO could not be accepted, because 
it rested on 1 be consent of the parties and 
not on the " aAtiafactioii " of ibe judge, and 
that it waa for llie judge to allow it or not, 
u.i he thought pi-ojier— Macdonald v. Ab- 
liott, :! S C. H., 27S. That Mr. Justice 
Walkem waa not esloiiped by llie result of 
the motion to Mr. Justice McCreiglit. His 
order stated the motion to liim to be "to 
set aside the judgnicnl registered.'' That 
stateincnl was tinal aa to what waa argued 
before liim— .'3chro-der v. Uoonoy, Cas. 
S. C. Dig., p. 2o;i; at all ovonts, 
having held that he liad no juris- 
diction, he did not apply hia mmd to or 
decide the matter of tho motion, and it waa 
not ct.i iniliraia. Connecticut, ele., v. 
Moore, ti App. caa. at p. 655. That the 
certificate of judgment was properly Issued 
in tho style of the cause, and was a proceed- 
ing within the control of the court. Chit- 
ty's Forma, ;is:(. That tho certificate and 
its registration lieing a statutory proceed- 
ing to ell'ectuale tho judgment, waa un 
"execution" within the meaning of sec. 17, 
Sup. Court, Can., Act. It was, at all events, 
a procedure in aid of execution, and there- 
fore within tho meaning of tho Act. Daw- 
son v. Molfat, 11 0. U,, at p. -1^7. Tho ef- 
feetof O'UonohoGv. Robinson, lOOnt. App., 
p. i.V2->, decided under a pvecisely similar 
oiuicliiieiit, was that "R seema Irom llio 
reason of tliii thing thatthn allowed security 
8tan<ls for all purpoaea, for tlic original debt 
and coats, so tar, at least, as ani/ proceed- 
ings are concerned to enforce tho same 
pending the appeal." llugarty, C.J. 0., at 
p. 025, and the oxlstenco of a /!. Al. 
placed in the sherlfFs hands prior to the 
allowance of tho security, and, tlieiefore, 
operating as a charge on tlio lands, tbouch 
no attempt waa being made to actively en- 
force it, waatbcrohobl Bueliaprocecding,and 
waa decUucd to have been wiped out by tho 
allowance of the security. Tiiat tho court 
hud complete control over its owp judg- 
ment at all stBges. That the statutory 



right of . the judgment creditor to enforce 
hiaf judgmont by.regUterlng it as a charge 
on defendants' lands— and the fuot 
that ho had so registered il; — did 
not interfere with the iahoront power 
of tho court, after tliat, by an order made 
in the original action, to declare all pro- 
ceedings whiitover-. to' enforce the judg- 
ment vacated or ' superseded, and 
under section 70,, of It.

The ii'dgnient for the S.'iOOO and 
costs, as soon a.i obliiincd, becume, under 
1 ami 2 Vic. Cap., 1 10 (Imp. Stut,) as much 
of a oburge upon the lands of the defend- 
anta as if ibey bad ocreed in writing to 
cbargo all their lands with its payment. 
Defendants now wisli to raise f.'iOjOOO ou 
morlgugo and with to postpone the charge 
of the plaintiff to tkiit encumbruucc. 
On 20th May last tho defendants 
entered into a bond as security 
for the judgment satisfactory to all parties 
and tu .Mr. Justice Walkem. Bid tlmt 
bond auporscde the charge created by tho 
registration of tho certificate of judgment 7 
O'Donohoe v. Robineon (10 Unt. App. p. Ii22] 
decided that no proceeding could be per- 
mitted to prcs.i e.veeution pending appeal, 
after security for the debt and coats is al- 
lowed, uuder Bcc. -l" Sup.

I think 
wo have no jurisdiction to do that 
or to mike any order iu tho matter —

(/i iix. In order to issue (j:ecntiou ugaiust 
1 inds hero, tlio elcp is by bill, or 
fi fit , but tbe rrgistration itself 
i-; nob an execution. The registration 
of tho certificates of judgmeub may 
have b«eu in the mind of the plointifF when 
he accepted the bond. It may be that if 
the plaintiOf had not gat the judgment 
registered biB solicitors might not have 
accepted tho bond. Wa cannot make an 
order after the allowing of tho security on 
appeal. If any motion is necessary to vary 
tho existing state of alTiira aa to the secur- 
ity, it sliould be made to the Supreme Court 
at Ottawa. I think wo have no jurisdiotion 
to deal with it. 

Mr. Cassidy then auljmittcd that the 
plaintiff should not get any costs of tbe 
motion, as his refusal to accept the deposit 
of .';G,5l)0 cash, in lieu of tho registered 
cbargo, was unreaspnablo and had forced 
the mot ion. 

Tbe (,'uiirt — AVc think tho refusal of the 
plaiutifT unreasonable and refuse him the 
coats of the motion. Motion diainisscd 
Nvithout coats.

Two weeks ago or more, when Supt. 
Dalby had a plan spread out on his desk 
showing all tho available space for exhibits 
at the Victoria full f.air, under tho manago- 
meut of the B.C. Agrioaltural Association, 
he wondered just for a moment how it 
would all be filled, and ctdculated for a time 
on being able to give all comers plenty of 
room and still havo a little left to use in 
casa of emergency. 

Now lio is figuring with foot rule and 
yard stick to solve the momentous problem, 
"Where am 1 going to put all these ?" and 
he has already come to the conclusion that 
tho littio 8puce ho had intended keeping for 
tho emergency will have to go to one of the 
applicants. 

Iu other words, the number of entries has 
exceeded all expectutiona. Tho haudsomo 
and Bpnoioits central building will bo crowd- 
ed to its utmost capacity, and when on 
Tuesday morning the gates arc thrown open, 
the visitors to tho great fair will seo set bo- 
fore them such a collection of British Co- 
lumbia products of all kinds as wdll surprise 
most of them and delight aU.

The (,'rounda aro in excellent con- 
dition notwithstanding the rain which 
has fallen steadily for the past three days. 
Jumbo has been steadily at work and with 
everythiiif; in its favor has done much to 
put tho gtounda in good sh.ipe. 

.So much for tho directors' efl'orts. Only 
"fair" weather is now needed to ensure the 
entire success promised. There will surely 
bo crowds of viBitars from all parts of the 
province. Island and Mainland ds well, 
while tliero will bo a good contingent of 
sightseers from tho Sound. On tho whole 
the prospects for tho week aro most encour- 
aging, and cvuiy inducement is offered to 
the citizens to put forth every elTort to 
mako the city as attractive as possible, in 
order to supplement what is being done by 
tho inanagiDg committee and olUcers of the 
Agricultural Aisociation.

evenings, and in this conneotfon a briif 
idkctch of Bisson will hnvo timely interest. 
Born in Paris in 1851, of extremely poor 
parents, young Bisson bad more kic'i.s and 
cufFs than luxuries, and up to liie outhrcalt 
of the Franco-Prussian war, led the life of a 
veritable street ganiiu. it wan at the aieiie 
of Paris, or ratlier at its cunc!u3ioii, tliat 
the turniiuf point of hi.s career presented 
itself. Diirint; the siop;o he, in eoumiou wil li 
the youth of I'uris, had iiui>llc(l himself in 
one of tlic Tnany b ittalions iif di fenec, and 
while in tliia service he uon for himself the 
love and admiration ol his cnmradc:-. while 
attracting I lie attention of hia ullioera by 
exceptional bravery. Ifo waa gitted witli 
wonderful powers of mimicry, ijuick at 
repartee, endowed with a keen sense of 
luiiiior, and of a satirical yet kindly dis- 
pcsiLion. 

Among tliose who were attracted by his 
personality waa Colonel (Icrvaiac, who, after 
the capitulation of I'aria, sent for liiason 
and ollored liiin a term's tuition at tho 
Aoadeniio C'ervit. 

IJuring his term he wrote a number of 
satirical son^s largely dwelling on the Ger- 
man occupation of Paris and tho political

phases of France. These songs beeanio in- 
tensely popular and were sung in overy 
concert saloon and cafe chantant throughout 
Franco. They served their purpose and 
made Bisson tho hero of the hour, resulting 
in numerous offers for his appearance in 
public, to all of which he turned a deaf ear. 
Finally he accepted the post of satirical 
coumieutaior on tlie atuir of L i Petit iTour- 
nal, then, aa now, the most popular news- 
paper of Paris. 

Shortly following this advent, and ntill 
during the occupancy of Paris by tho (Jer- 
nians, Bisson wrote and produced hia lirst 
farce, "La Diablo AUemmid'' — in English 
"The Gernuiu Devil." 'J'liia play was given 
at Lcs Varieties, and scored an instantan- 
eoiia success, but waa Bup]jr( saed on account 
of its keen satire on the (ierniana and the 
intense feeling it engendered. It reauited 
in no less than IG cbullengea being sent the 
author by various German oliicers, three of 
whom bo fought. Ila was the victor in two 
of the three duels, but in the third was 
severely woimded. 

Afterward Bisson directed bis entire at- 
tention to play writing, over 00 produc- 
tions of note being from hi.s pen. 
The proportion of successes among his 
works ia niarvellouy, and at no time baa any 
ono of bis pi ly-a been pronounced a failure. 
His moat eucocsful play ia now in its third 
year in Paris, under the title "Lc3 Joiea de 
la Paternitie," the EugUah adaptation of 
which is called "Little Tippett." This 
comedy is now in its second year iu Lon- 
don, and the American rights f have been 
purchased b^ Harrison & Bell. Bisson is 
well known in America by his "Wilkinson's 
Widovis," "Lottery of Lore," "The Norn- 
inei," "Settled one of Court," etc. Two 
years ago he was decorated by President 
Carnot with the C. osa of thol Legion 
cf Honor. As an exempliljcation 
of the e.igerneaa with which Bisson'a works 
are (-.ou^'hl, this i^^a most enviable reconi fcr 
a man not yet 40 years old.

To Inform tbo British Government as 
to Seizures of Sealers by 
the Russians. 



A Warship to be Sent to Investigate, 
Prohably one of the China 
Squadron, 

information was yesterday received in 
Victoria, by way of Ottawa, that the 
Briti.sb Government had decided, in order 
to a.scertain the complete facts of thesei/.iire 
of the sealing s.^liooners by the Ruasians, to 
sond a warship to the Copper Island and 
Siberian coast to make a full and complete 
iavcstigation. 

This report comes from what seems to bo 
an uutlicntio source, and it waa intimated 
tluit possibly Rear-Adniir.il Hothaui, C.l!., 
of the P.ici<ic si|uadroii, v. ould have had 
some word from lingland about it. 

Such is not the case, however. When the 
Admiral was asked about the matter, yes- 
terday afternoon, by a Colonist reporter, 
he said : n 

" No, I have rweived no word whatever 
on the subject. Of course, the Admiralty 
can send cue of tho warships anywhere thej' 
please, but I think it is altogether unlikely 
thnc they would send one of tho Pacific 
squadron to make an investigation at a 
point so much nioro easily reached from tlie 
Asiatic atatiiiii. There are some of our 
ships now at Vladivostock, I believe, and 
it T.'ould be so much easier for them to take 
the loiitler up, that if there ia anything in 
the report, one of tho vessels from thero 
Vr'ould [iroljably ho ordered out." 

Jloagre and indefinite aa ia the news, it is 
gladly received in sealing circles ua indi- 
cating that the Home Goveriiiiicnl ia pay- 
ing attention to the seizures cpiestion, and 
seems deterniineil to make a full enquiry 
into the facts.
